FEATURES OF ITA SECTIONS—SENATR AMENDMENTS

Washington, June 27.—The Senate to-day considered
the River and Harbor Appropriation bill, Among the
lrw reported and agreed to were the follow-

Increasing the sppwpriation for the harbor at Lol
falo, N, Y., from #200,000 fo $200,000; reducing the
sppropristion for Battermilk Channel, New-York Har
bor, from $100,000 to 86,000 ; striking out the ftems
of 85,000 for Bheepshead Bay and of 810,000 for
Canarsie Bay, N. Y., (nceeasing the appropriation for
channel af Gowanus Dey, N. Y., from 220,000
£60,000 ; [nserting an jtem of $10,000 for Improving
Arthur Kill; increasing the appropristion for Raritan
Bay, N. J., fram #20,000 to $35,000; Increasing the
appropristion for Philadeiphis harbor from $250,000
to §G50,000, of which ¥300,000 may be oxpended for
the purchase of Smith's Island, Wind Mill Tsland and
Potty's Island, in the harbor; increasing the appropri-
ations for Thames River, Conn., from $25,000 to
$6,000; for Maurice River, N. J, from $2,000 to
$10,000; for Passaie River, N. 1., from £30,000 to
$35,000, and for Raritan River, N. J., from #£45,000
to 850,000

The House to-day passed the Public Land bill. The
